Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Regarding claims 7 and 40, the Examiner suggests incorporating language from the specification or drawings that will 
structurally distinguish the claimed "drop dispensing device" or "pulse jet device" from the aerosol dispensing device 20 
of Wagener. The Examiner maintains that the*device 20 of Wagener currently meets the claims because an aerosol 
spray inherently comprises many minute "drops" of fluids, and is hence, a drop dispensing device. It appears that 
Applicant's drop dispensing device differs from the aerosol dispensing device 20 of Wagener, in that Applicant's device 
precisely directs drops of reagent onto the substrate at predetermined locations, e.g., as an array. However, such 
feature has not been recited in the claims. 

Regarding claims 8 and 41, although Moriya may supply fluids 3,4,5 and 6 separately into the chamber, the apparatus 
of Moriya is "structurally capable" of supplying two fluids at the same time by manipulating valves 1 1,12,13 and 14. For 
example, in the event that valves 11 and 13 were opened, the fluids 3 and 5 would flow in opposing directions and 
meet at the T-junction. The Examiner suggests incorporating language from the specification or drawings that will 
structurally distinguish the claimed "T-junction" from the manifold configuration taught by Moriya.
